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65 die in Beirut militia battle 







BEIRUT (UPI). — The private ar- 
mies of Lebanon's two leading 
Christian warlords clashed with 
machineguns And grenades on the 
streets of East Beirut yesterday- In 
a power struggle that claimed 57 
lives and threatened to engulf the 
country In another round of civil 
strife. 

Before the inter-faction Christian 
battle in their half of the divided 
capital, rival Moslem gangs battled 
' for control of West Beirut's seafront 
district of Ain Mreissa. Three peo- 
ple were killed and X7 wounded In 
the Intra-Moslem clash, which kept 
west Beirut residents up much of 
the night with the thunder of mor- 
tars and the crackle of automatic 
weapons. 

. Police sources said Christian 
militiamen from the Phalanglst 
Party of Pierre Jemayel and the 
National Liberal Party of Camille 
Chamoun engaged In mutual kid- 
nappings and running street battles 
throughout east Beirut. 

, At least 05 persons were killed 
and 55 wounded in the lighting 
which involved machineguns, mor- 
tars And rocket-propelled grenades. 

. - The shooting began yesterday 


morning when Phalanglst 
militiamen tried to take control of 
the National Liberal-controlled port 
of Safra, 20 km. north of Beirut. In 
the .'ensuing gunfight the Safra 
home of National Liberal com- 
mander Dany Chamoun was at- 
tacked. His wife and daughter were 
injured and briefly taken captive by 
Fhalanglsts. 

Police sources said fighting 
between the two groups, who were 
allies during the 1975-76 civil war 
against the Moslem -Palestinian 
alliance, quickly spread from Safra 
to east Beirut, where they have of- 
fices in every neighbourhood. 

Gunmen from each party set up 
checkpoints In their areas and 
demanded motorists Identify to 
which militia they are loyal. Scores 
of people were believed to have 
been kidnapped In the clashes 
which also comprised the Christian 
villages just north of Beirut — 
Am chit, Ajaltoun and Jounlya. 

A distraught Chamoun, in a 
telephone Interview with UPI, said, 
"The Phalan gists are trying to es- 
tablish their control over all the 
Christian areas. There is fighting 
all over Beirut, and we have called 


for the Lebanese army to come in." 

Contacts between the Chamoun 
and Gemayel clans, who dominate 
their respective militias, began 
during the afternoon and appeared 
to help ease the scope of the fighting 
In most areas. 

A contingent of Lebanese army 
regulars established a buffer zone 
between the two militia factions in 
Beirut's southeastern suburbs of 
Wadi Shahrour and Betshai over 
the weekend after three days of 
heavy fighting. 

The Phalanglsts and National 
Liberals are the main partners In 
the Lebanese front — an alliance of 
Christian groups opposed to the 
Palestinian terrorist presence. 

The inter-Christian clashes came 
hours . after Syrian troops of the 
Arab peace-keeping force interven- 
ed to halt street battles In the city's 
pre-domlnently Moslem half, 
between rival leftist militia groups. 

Police said three persons were 
killed and 16 others wounded in 
fighting between militiamen from 
the Arab Socialist Union and the 
Mourabltoun — two of the dozen lef- 
tist groups which share, control of 
the streets of west Beirut.

\ Ministry believes Egypt and Israel 
i reached "some kind of undisclosed 
. understanding” In Washington last 
tyeek on the two issues that caused 
President Anwar Sadat to suspend 
the autonomy talks two months ago 
Israel’s settlement policy and the 
basic law on the status and in- 
divisibility of Jerusalem. 

A ministry official said yesterday 
the U.S. had played an important 
role in reaching the understanding, 
b,ut because Egyptian Foreign 
Sffinister Kama! Hassan All and his 
staff are still abroad, he was unable 
to gi ve any details. 

There was no IntUcatlon of such ' 
an . understanding ' In the public 
statements made by All and 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg. The 
.talks in Washington resulted in 


agreement to resume negotiations 
on autonomy In Cairo on Thursday. 

The U.S. Embassy spokesman in 
Cairo sol'd he had not been briefed 
on the Washington talks and had no 
information. 

Before' leaving for Washington 
Ali had made it clear that only .an 
Israeli commitment not to change 
the status quo In the occupied 
territories could persuade Egypt to 
continue negotiating with- Israel. 

On the eve of the Washington 
talks, the passage through a 
Knesset committee of the 
Jerusalem bill led to speculation 
that the talks would be toughen than 
they in fact turned out to be.

70 senators urge Carter 
to drop Saudi arms sale

WASHINGTON. — Seventy U.S. 
senators have already signed a 
letter to President Jimmy Carter 
rn-glng him not to authorize the sale 
pf advanced weaponry for Saudi 
Arabia's 60 F-15 jet fighter- 
bombers which would significantly 
increase their range and firepower. 

The letter, expected to be sent to- 
the White House today or 
tomorrow, underscores the strong 
opposition in the Senate to the con- ' 
templ&ted — but still not. approved 
— sale Involving additional bomb 
racks and fuel tanks for the F-l5s. 

White House officials, aware that 
the letter was being circulated for 
signatures in the Senate, said 
yesterday that President Jimmy 
Carter had earlier decided to post- 
pone any final consideration until 
after the November presidential 
elections. 

But Senate organizers of the 
letter decided to go ahead with their 
letter in any case to commit as 
many senators as possible against 
the transaction. They realized that 
winning such commitments would 
be more difficult following the elec- 
tion. 

c Sen. Abraham Rlbicoff 
(Democrat -Connecticut), a leading 


supporter of the administration’s 
original 1978 Saudi “package” sale, 
was tiie only Jewish senator who 
refused to sign the letter. 

The . letter recalled the 1978 
assurances from Secretary of 
Defence Harold Brown to the 
Congress that the Saudi-requested 
weapqpry would not be provided. 

In 1975, during the Ford ad- 
ministration’s "reassessment" of 
policy towards Israel, 76 senators 
signed a letter calling for strong 
support for Israel. 

That letter Is said to have had a 
strong impact In easing the 
' pressures against Israel then being 
imposed by President Gerald Ford 
and secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger. 

Pro-Israel sources in Washington 
hope that this new letter, with 
roughly the same number of 
signers, will convince the ad- 
ministration to. drop any considera- 
tion of the sale. 

The chief organizers of the letter 
are Jacob Javits (Republic an -New 
York), Frank Church (Dem.- 
Idaho). Henry Jackson (Dem.-

The autonomy negotiations will 
resume in Cairo early next week, 
Foreign Ministry officials an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The resumption had originally 
been set for this Thursday, with 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir and 
Egyptian Minister of State Butros 
Ghali resuming meetings of their 
legal affairs subcommittee. But 
Egypt inforined Israel yesterday 
that Ghali would be unable to at- 
tend on Thursday, and requested a 
few days postponement. 

Officials here, taking their cue 
from Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, said they accepted at face 
value. Egypt’s explanation that 
technical reasons had caused the 
delay. 

There is a strong feeling among 
the Israeli rtegotiatbnfthat Egypt 
has been foot-dragging in .‘the 
negotiations, and intends to con- 
tinue doing so until after the U.S. 
presidential elections. But officials 
say Egypt exercises far more refin- 
ed and sophisticated methods of 
foot-dragging than the wilful post- 
ponement of a meeting scheduled to 
mark the resumption of the talks 
after two months of suspension. 

■Israeli officials say Egypt’s un- 
hurried approach to the talks con- 
trasts with an apparent American 
desire to make haste — and achieve 
at least a modicum of progress 
before the election. The Israeli of- 
ficials maintain that Israel, too, Is 
anxious to press ahead with the 
talks and chalk up substantive 
progress soon. 

The U.S. desire to show some 
success was evidenced during the 
Linowltz-Burg-Ali talks in 
Washington last week, when the 
U.S. mediator revived the Idea of 
drafting a document of agreed prin- 
ciples.

A proposal by tbe- Palestine 
Liberation Organization to dose the 
bridges between Jordan and the 
West Bank was defeated yesterday 
by a majority of Arab states taking 
part in an Arab League foreign and 
economic ministers conference in 
Amman. 

Reports from Amman said that 
the PLO motion was turned down at 
the insistence of Jordan, which 
argued that the inhabitants of tbe 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip must 
not be cut off from the East Bank 
and from other Arab land. 

' The PLO had proposed closing 
down 'the Allenby and Damiya 
spans, claiming that the territories 
were being exploited as an 
economic crossroad between the 


Arab states and Israel. But Jordan 
warned that the West Bankers and 
Gazans might turn to Egypt, whose 
borders with Israel are now open. 

The Arab foreign and economic 
ministers yesterday discussed 
ways of escalating the anti- 
Egyptian Arab boycott, launched 
after the signing of the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty last year. 

Ministers of all Arab nations, ex- 
cept Egypt, are currently meeting 
in the Jordanian capital to draft an 
agenda for the November 12' Arab 
summit conference, also due. to be. 
held in Amman. 

The ministers were also discuss- 
ing ways of coordinating their 
economic policies after having 
agreed on an expanded agenda.

Syrians launch drive to 
curb Moslem Brotherhood

Officials in Damascus yesterday 
Indicated that- the government 
there is currently mounting an- all- 
out war against the Moslem 
Brotherhood movement which has 
been harassing President Hafez 
Assad's regime. 

The officials were reported to 
have uncovered a fresh assassina- 
tion campaign against the Syrian 
leadership, including Assad 
himself. The Moslem Brothers have 
been waging a two-year hit war on 
members of Assad's ruling Alawlte 
minority Moslem sect, on the 
governing Ba'ath party, and on 


Soviet army personnel serving In 
Syria. 

Syrian Defence Minister Mustafa 
Tlas said yesterday that his govern- 
ment was now In the process of es- 
tablishing military tribunals to try 
members of the Moslem 
Brotherhood movement — 
presumably whether they were in- 
volved in the anti-government 
terror or not. 

The reported Syrian measures 
were reminiscent of the massive 
campaign which Egypt's late presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser launched 
against the Moslem Brothers in his : 
own country.

For the first time. Bank of Israel 
Governor Arnon Gafny conceded 
yesterday that containing Inflation 
must head the priorities of govern- 
ment economic policy. 

Encouraging exports and im- 
proving the balance of payments — 
which have always shared first 
place In the oentkral bank's 
prescriptions for curing the 
economy — are not as Important as 
cutting the rate of inflation, Gafny 
said. 

But he painted a pessimistic pic- 
ture of the current realities in the 
struggle: Even after a cut .of IS2b. 
In the state budget; decided 4ja-ai, 
'different times during tbe last two 
months, the budget was still 4-5 per 
cent bigger In real terms than last 
year, and the defence allocation 
will be 9 per cent more than last 
year's figure — also In real terms — 
even if the 13900m. cut decided on is 
carried out. 

Gafny recommended to the 
Knesset Economic Committee 
yesterday a list of drastic steps for 
the government to take to cut Infla- 
tion. These Included reducing real 
wages and export subsidies and 


further tightening credit In the 
coming months, as well as another 
cut in the state budget. 

"Woe unto us If the budget is not 
mt some more," Gafny declared, 
adding that inflation would surely 
continue to increase if his 
recommendations were not Im- 
plemented. 

Gafny pointed out that a 15 per 
cent nominal increase In wages was 
In fact only worth 11 per cent, and 
that in nominal terms, because of 
the timing of the payments. But In 
real .terms,- even taking into ac- 
count the upward creep 
phenomenon and the adjustment of 
tax brackets, wages will barely 
-t-dmkL their owtr tend may even ahgrtiy 
9 pier cent. 

Gafby said a cut in the real value 
of wages was made necessary by 
increases in world oil prices as well 
as by the large sums the govern- 
ment has been injecting into the 
economy. He said the economy 
would be In real danger If public 
sector wages broke through agreed 
limitations, and he backed Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvltz's tough

BONN (UPI). — French President 
Valery Glscard d’Estaing began a 
four-day state visit to West Ger- 
many yesterday that combines a 
ramble through historical centres 
in four. states with political con- 
sultations with Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. 

The two men, the only western 
leaders to have met Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev since the 
Soviet Invasion of Afghanistan, met 
yesterday In preliminary talks 
preceding full-blown consultations 
beginning Thursday after Glscard 
has completed his provincial tour. 

The talks would continue the ex- 
change of views between the two 
leaders on the chances for a settle- 
ment of the Afghan problem, of- 
ficials said. Both leaders have 
stressed the need not to Isolate the 
Soviet Union In world- politics — a 
line that haa' sometimes irritated 
Washington. 

Both men have- maintained trade 
and political links with Moscow, 
contrasting with the U.S. trade em- 
bargo. 

Schmidt said in an Interview 
published on Sunday .he shared 
Giscard’s view that the Soviets 
were, prepared to reach political 
settlement-' in the Afghan dispute. 


Besides Afghanistan, officials 
said the two men would discuss 
preparations for the European 
security conference this fall In 
Madrid, which German sources 
said the French were eager to post- 
pone when East-West contacts vir- 
tually came to a standstill Im- 
mediately following the Afghan in- 
vasion. 

In an intervieurpubllahed yeater- 
day in the "Frankfurter 
Rundschau" newspaper, Glscard 
said, "France leaves no doubt as to 
which camp it belongs to. It is 
neither neutral nor neutralistic. In 
the appropriate case, it would fulfil 
its duties without weakness." 

In a speech last night given by his 
official host President Karl 
Carstens at a small baroque castle 
north, of Bonn, specially refur- 
bished for the visit. Glscard once 
again underlined the importance of 
the Independent European policy he 
and “my friend Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt" pursue within the 
woBtcm alliance. The French presi- 
dent noted he and Schmidt “com- 
monly go searching for the root of 
problems more than Is otherwise 
usual among leaders at state and 
government.”

There was uncertainty in the 
Knesset yesterday over the coming 
stages In the parliamentary 
progress of the Tehiya private 
members bill on the status of 
Jerusalem. 

After getting Law Committee ap- 
proval a week ago on the 
preliminary reading, the bill — the 
Sasic Law: Jerusalem the 
of Israel — was retabled In the 
Knesset yesterday, prior to the 
regular first reading. 

Tehiya'a Ceula Cohen, prime 
mover In the legislation, told 
reporters that when she asked' 
Speaker Yitzhak Berman yester- 
day when the regular first reading 
would be held. Berman told her he 
would do nothing to speed up the 
handling of the bill, or to delay It 
cither, for that matter. 

Cohen said Berman told her he 
personally did not favour the bill 
because of the timing, but that that 
would not influence his decision. He 
reportedly told her that if the 
government did not indicate the MU 
was urgent. "It would take its place 
in the queue." 

Cohen said she was sure the 
regular first reading would be held 
next week, but she was much less 
confident about her bill going 
through all three readings and 
becoming law before the summer 
recess starts at the end of the 
month. "If I see there is delay, I 
shall mount a campaign of pressure 
accordingly." she said. 

The Knesset recess lasts until Oc- 
tober. 

Apart from Tehiya, the only fac- 
tion to back the Jerusalem bill 
wholeheartedly was the NRP,* 
which called yesterday for passing 
it Into law with all speed.

Truce in Netivot row 


Representatives of the religious 
and secular groups Involved -In the 
Netivot disturbances yesterday 
agreed to a two-day truce to enable 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer to investigate the issues. 

In a four-hour meeting at the 
Knesset, Hammer persuaded the 
groups — including Rabbi Yissachar 
Meir of the Negev Yeshiva and 
Netivot Local Council head Shalom 
Danlno — to call a halt to the 
hostilities which started on Friday. 
They broke out following a local 
council decision to prohibit men 
and women from swimming in the 
town pool on the same days. 

Hammer, acting on behalf of 


Interior Minister Yosef Burg, said 
that he sensed a si ncere desire on 
both sides to come to a solution and 
asked for tolerance and continued 
dialogue while the problem was un- 
der investigation. 

Hammer announced that he 
would visit Netivot this Thursday 
and meet again with religious and 
non-religious representatives. 

Hammer also asked Netivot and 
Negev district police officers, who 
were present at the meeting, to 
quickly conclude their investigation 
of the 12 residents arrested earlier 
and release them as soon as possi- 
ble, as a further means of reducing 
the tension In the Negev town..

The Jerusalem District Electrici- 
ty Company yesterday won a tem- 
|- porary . injunction ordering the 
government to show cause within 45 
days why it should not rescind its 
decision to take over the company's 
concession to supply electricity in 
East Jerusalem and a large part of 
the West Bank. 

The company's counsel, 
Jerusalem advocate Shlomo 
Toussia -Cohen, told the High Court 
of Justice yesterday that. In par- 
ticular, "the timing of the 
government's decision indicated 
that it was politically rather than 
economically motivated." 

The government wanted to en- 
sure its control of all resources, in- 
cluding power and water In the 
area, in anticipation of the propos- 
ed autonomy for the West Bank, he 
said. 

The company estimates that the 
government would have to pay 
some 550m. in compensation if it 
now took over the concession which 
expires automatically in another 
eight years, at which stage It would 
revert to the government at ab- 
solutely no cost. 

Toussia-Cohen argued that the 
energy minister, who is named as 
a co-respondent together with' the 
mili tary governor of Judea and 
Samaria, had not acted In good 
faith when he announced that he 
us withdrawing the concession 
because of alleged inefficient supp- 
ly and faulty management. 

The fact was that attempts at im- 
proving service to consumers had 


been stymied by the government's 
refusal .to permit the import of 
another generator, he said. The 
Israel Electricity Corporation was 
currently plagued by problems in 
Its supply of power, while the 
Jerusalem company was func- 
tioning perfectly, he said. 

Justice Miriam Ben-Porat. the 
presiding judge, asked Tousda- 

Cohen why the minister could not 
act even if the government’s true 
motives were political. 

“Perhaps the government fears 
political motives on the other side," 
she said, referring to -the financial ' 
support provided to the company by 
various Arab states. 

Toussia-Cohen explained that un- 
like the company, the minister was 
only empowered to act — in good 
faith — within the specific boun- 
daries of the law, which was con-, 

- cerned in this case with the supply' 
of electricity and nothing else. 

The government's decision was 
also unreasonable, he maintained. 
Since the ministry was not entitled 
to act- in the administered 
territories, it could only withdraw 
the concession in Jerusalem, which 
la subject to Israeli law. This meant 
that the company would be left with 
the obligation of supplying 
thousands of consumers in its con- 
cessionary area In the West Bank 
without the plant to generate 
power. 

The government had clearly in- 
dicated that it Intended to get round 
this problem when the military 
governor of Judea and Samaria ' 
also announced that he would take 
over the concession in the area un- 


der his control. The clear intention, 
the company maintains, is to 
transfer everything to the control of 
the Israel Electric Corporation. • 

Toussia-Cohen argued that in this 
case the military governor was ex- 
ceeding his powers under 
customary international law gover- 
ning the acts of an occupying 
power. He cited the landmark Ellon 
Moreh decision to bolster his case. 

Under the Hague Convention, 
which largely codifies the laws of 
military occupation, the acts of a 
military governor can only be of a 
temporary nature so long as the oc- 
cupation is In force. 

The company, which is one of the 
largest employers In East 
Jerusalem, also alleged that it had 
been denied Its right to contest the 
decision within a reasonable time 
because the government had kept 
Its plans secret until January this 
year. 

The cabinet originally decided to 
take over the concession last 
August. 

After a short recess the judges 
granted the temporary injunction, 
apparently without needing to hear 
the state's preliminary arguments. 

The small courtroom was crowd- 
ed with company employees, in- 
cluding chairman Anwar 
Nusseibeh. Some 200 employees 
who could not get in waited opposite 
the court buildings. 

Nusseibeh, clearly pleased with 
the decision, said afterwards "This 
Is a small step in the right direction. 
The court’s decision shows that 
there Is ample legal justification to 
seek our remedy through the 
court."

Income Tax Commissioner Dov 
Neiger yesterday warned tax- 
payers who are obliged to submit 
returns that if they fail to meet the 
end-of-July deadline they will be 
breaking the law. The tax 
authorities will be watching for 
offenders this year, he added. 

Suspended jail sentences were 
activated last year against 15 
offenders who failed to submit 
returns and keep books. Neiger 
said. The authorities will act 
against another 5,000 chronic 
offenders who bave already been 
warned. Some 100 people have 
received suspended sentences so 
far this year. 

Neiger said that only 25,000 out of 
an estimated 220.000 taxpayers who 
are obliged to submit returns have 
done so. Thus only a small propor- 
tion have taken advantage of the 
partial or complete exemption from 
Interest differentials by submitting 
their returns early. Taxmen will 
begin next month to apply the new 
Law that enables them to cut off 
children's and other allowances to 
people who don’t submit returns on 
time. The law bos been is effect os 


a trial basis 1s Netanya tor the past 
six months. 

Neiger revealed that- out of 110,- 
000 taxpayers asked last year to 
make a declaration of assets, only 
40.000 responded. He said he did not 
know how his department would 
cope with the enormous extent of 
public unwillingness to cooperate, 
especially in view of the critical 
shortage of manpower in the State 
Revenue Administration. He added 
he was willing to carry out the 
proposal, made at the political 
level, that all taxpayers declare 
their assets. But he would need hun- 
dreds more workers to do so, 

Neiger described the sanctions 
available to his department against 
late submitters: a fine of 3 per cent 
for each month's arrears, and Im- 
position of a tax demand estimate 
by the tax inspector, without ex- 
planation. He said the authorities 
would begin claiming their due 
through the central collections unit. 

On the other hand, the ad- 
ministration would be favourably 
disposed to taxpayers who submit 
their returns on time. Their 
declarations would be automatical- 
ly accepted, and if not questioned 
within four years, would become 
final.

TEL AVIV. — The central district 
attorney will this week present a 
charge sheet against Zvl Gur, S3, of 
Netanya, charging him with kid- 
napping and murdering Oron 
Yarden. 

The Tel Aviv Magistrates Court 
yesterday released the names of 
Gur and his girlfriend, Rahel Esh, 
for publication after police said 
they had finished collecting 
evidence against the suspect. 

A source In the district attorney's 
office told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that Gut’s trial will begin 
within two weeks. He said It 
probably will continue on a dally 
basis until its end. despite the court 
recess that is about to begin. 

Legal circles expect that the 
suspect will admit the charges. But 
they think he will claim that he did 
not mean to murder Oron, aa be has 
claimed during his interrogation. 

Gut's wife and two children flew 
to Germany yesterday to escape 
the "threatening atmosphere," 
Israel TV reported yesterday. The 
trip was arranged by Able Nathan 
out of sympathy for the family. He . 
told an interviewer that Mrs. Gur ' 
and the two children planned to 
return to Israel in 45 days, provided 
the atmosphere had Improved by 
then. 

Nathan said before they left, he 
and the Gur family had visited the 
Yarden family. The two children 
also visited their father in jail and 
heard him express regret for his ac- 
tions. Nathan reported. 

Esh. 29, yesterday told reporters 


that the suspect had deceived her 
and her parents for many months. 
She said he had treated everyone 
nicely and given the Impression of 
being a decent, kind man. 

Asked whether she thought Gur to 
be a man greedy for money. Esh 
said. “Yes. But not for its own sake. 
As a means to advance the most im- 
portant thing for him: drawing. I 
gave him the money I had saved for 
years, to buy paints and brushes," 
she said. 

Esh. a Herzliya elementary 
school teacher, met Gur some eight 
months ago. A few months later 
they both moved into a flat In 
Herzliya's Rehov Harav Kook. The 
couple used to visit Esh's parents in

Neveh Ne’eman. According to 
Gur’s confession to the police, he 
hid under the Esh house when they 
were looking for Mm on June 10, 
after he had received the IS200.000 
ransom from Oron’s father Amos 
Yarden. 

Esh also said that Gur was a fre- 
quent visitor to her parents' home, 
and they both liked him very much. 
"He used to can my mother “my 
future mother-in-law." When she 
was sick he told me to go visit her 
and even bought her a present,” she 
said. 

Gur was arrested IB days after 
the kidnapping, following hie 
deposit of ISI15, alleged to be part 
of the ransom money. In the 
Rehovot branch of Bank Hapoalim. 
Three days after his capture he 
broke down, admitted the charges, 
and led police to the place where he 
is charged with burying Oron, near 
Beit Goldmintz, south of Netanya 

Gut's parents, Gershon and Mina 
Gurevlteh. Immigrated from 
Poland some 40 years ago. In 1945 
they moved, with their four 
'children, to Netanya Gut's sister Is 
‘ a legal adviser in police head- 
quarters and Ms brother Is working 
as a police photographer. The other 
brother Is an architect. 

Gur got into trouble with the 
police during his military service, 
when he was convicted twice of 
driving without a licence and twice 
of burglary. 

In 1975 he served a one-year 
sentence In Ma’aslyahu Prison- 
After his release he began painting 
professionally and sold most of Ms 
work at exhibitions.

July pay packet Is made up of 27.9 
per cent cost-of-livlug allowance 
and 7.5 per cent In basic wages. 

The basic wage Increase, which 
affects more than a million wage- 
earners. in an sectors, is retroac- 
tive to April 2, but workers wfi] get 
the arrears for April. May and June 
with their July. August and possibly 
September salaries. The Jerusalem 
Post learnt. 

Basic wages will go up by another 
7.5 per cent after October z. 

Yesterday’s public sector agree- 
ment, which applies to the 300.000 
workers In government, local 
authorities, Jewish Agency and the 
universities, was reached after a 
three- hour meeting between Hiilel 
Dud&l of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and Reha via Ofek of the. 
Hlstadrut's Trade Union Depart- 
ment. 

Some trade union leaders said 
last night they would not sign the 
agreement, despite the Trade 
Union Department's announcement 
that they would. -One rebel was 
Zalman Shenkxnan, the secretary of 
the Technicians Union, who said "X 
am not going to sign 'an agreement 
unless I have the right to call 
strikes." 

Reuven Ben-Ami, the secretary- 
general of the Civil Service Union, 


told The Post he will decide 
whether to sign the agreement only 
after he hears the Civil Service 
Commission's reaction to his 
demands for special increments. 

Ben-Ami presented a list of 
demands to the chairman of the 
Hlstadrut’s Trade Union Depart- 
ment. Israel Kessar . who showed It 
to Civil Service Commissioner 
EH tan Jacobson. Jacobson rejected 
some of the demands outright, but 
expressed readiness to discuss 
others. 

But sources in the Trade Union 
Department and the Civil Service 
Commission expressed confidence 
all the unions would sign the 
agreements. 

“The unions may flex muscles 
and create a scene, but they will 
sign the agreement,” an aide to 
Kessar predicted. An adviser to 
Jacobson said: "X suppose some un- 
ions will sign the agreement now, 
and that will pressure the others to 
follow suit.” Unions wMch do not 
sign the pact will not receive the 
two-tier 7J per cent increase, he ex- 
plained. 

Dudai and Ofek also agreed on a 
system for increasing allowances 
which are not linked to the cost of 
living Index, such as the allowances 
for buying professional literature 
or attending advanced training 
courses. Details were not revealed-

(Conttnoed from page one) 
the need for budget cuts. 

The governor of the central bank 
also said he was far front satisfied 
by the rate at which the govern- 
ment has been pumping cash into 
the economy. In the first quarter of 
this budget year, he said, the 
government had Injected ISgOOm. 
into circulation; its programme, 
however, called for only ISBOOm. for 
the whole of the budget year. 

Gafny waa also pessimistic about 
the prospects of collecting more in 
taxes. He added that the present 
tax situation is a burden on 
business and makes life difficult for 
the production sector, which should 
be encouraged to Increase Its 
productivity. This in turn means 
that the main counter-inflationary 
thrust must come from cutting 
government expenditure. 

The Bank of Israel would freeze 
credit at Its present nominal level 
until the end of September, which 
would also bring about a decrease 
In real terms In the amount of 
credit available. During the pa at 28 
months the amount of free credit 
available In real terms dropped by 
40 percent, while there has been an 
increase of ir per cent in directed 
credit for export, Overall, available 


credit has dropped by 20 per cent. 

Because of the new recognition of 
the surpassing need to cut Inflation, 
the central bonk has decided, in 
consultation with government 
ministries, to raise the effective 
rate of Interest on export credit. In 
particular, the diamond industry 
will find credit harder to come by. 

Gafny stressed that export Incen- 
tives should not' be diminished 
because of anti-inflationary step* 
But he added that because of infla- 
tion. the rate of export Incentive 
has now reached 20 per cent for 
each export-earned dollar. The rate 
was 20 per cent a year ago. and 
even leas two years bock. This 
"subsidy” was never Intended, and 
the aim now Is to cut it, he said. 
Otherwise, the centra! bank's 
monetary policy would be 
neutralized In future by heavy ex- 
port financing. '

Former U.S. diplomat at panel on detente: 

Reagan policy ‘recipe for disaster’

America's former cMef SALT 
negotiator. Paul Warlike, asserted 
in Jerusalem yesterday that 
Ronald Reagan is among those 
Americans who seem to "feel more 
comfortable” without detente with 
the Soviet Union. 

Some of the Republican presiden- 
tial candidate's campaign speeches 
showed that he was among these 
“new revisionists,” as Warlike call- 
ed them, who believe that the U.S. 
can outdo Russia strategically and 
economically in a resumed cold 
war. 

This is a "recipe for disaster," 
Wamke told the opening session of 
the Hebrew University-David 
Institute’s annual International 
symposium on Mount Scopus. The 
subject of this year's colloquy is 
■“Whither Detente?" Participants 
include leading political scientists 
from the U.S. and Europe, as well 
as Warnke, who served for two 
years under President Jimmy 
Carter as director of the Arms Con- 
trol and Disengagement Agency, 
and Helmut Sonnenfeldt, who was a 
senior aide to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger during the heydey 
of detente. 

The "new revisionists," Warnke 
said, believed that "Soviet aggres- 
sion in Afghanistan demonstrates 
that detente is a discredited myth, 
that arms control Is a failure, and 
that those who have been trying to 
reach agreement with the Soviets 
are hapless dupes.” 

"Their prescription is all-out 
military competition where, they 
suggest, we can outspend them, 
they won't be able to stand the 
pace, and we will regain strategic 
nuclear superlority...Some of these 
armchair strategists say we should 
move away from reliance on 
deterrence as protection against 
nuclear war and develop Instead a 
nuclear war-fighting ability.” he 
said. ' 

Warnke termed this a “policy of 
despair." He Insisted that — 
despite Afghanistan — detente was 
still "essential for the future of the 
world" and, moreover, that It still 
existed — In terms of a basic com- 
monality of Interests between the 
two super-powers. 

Detente was not friendship and 
certainly not alliance, Warnke 
noted. He said three “common 
areas" still existed Intact: 

• Both sides retained their gut in- 
terest In national survival; 
Warnke, speaking on the basis of 
his Intensive dealings with the 
Soviets, rejected the notion that 
Moscow now felt it could fight and 
win a nuclear war. that it no longer 
believed in "mutually assured 


destruction." “They're tough, but 
they're not crazy," he observed. 

- Both sides regard nuclear 
proliferation as a danger. "The 
possible spread of nuclear weapons 
is a subject of great sensitivity to 
the Soviets. Looking at the other 
current nuclear weapon states — 
the UK, France, and China — they 
see themselves as target No. 1.” 
The Russians had demonstrated 
this sensitivity by agreeing to on- 
site inspection inside the Soviet 
Union — despite the KGB’s strong 
reluctance to countenance such In- 
trusion. 

• Both sides needed to avoid local 
conflicts escalating Into major con- 
flagrations that could go nuclear. 

~ Warnke sharply criticised the 
"illogical linkage" which the 
Congress and the present Ad- 
ministration had forged between 
Afghanistan and (the suspension of) 
SALT. It was "a major tragedy,” in 
Warnke’ s view, “that we have 
allowed this linkage to stop the 
ratification of SALT H. This Implied 
that SALT was "a favour to the 
Soviets," whereas in fact it was of 
vital benefit to both sides. 


Some "linkage," Warnke 
acknowledged, was "logical” and 
therefore right — for Instance the 
boycotting of the Moscow Olympics 
"which are said by Soviet literature 
to show the world's support for 
Soviet foreign policy." 

But with SALT n ratification 
suspended indefinitely, the entire 
structure of strategic arms limita- 
tion is now extremely fragile. 

SALT I, which limits offensive 
nuclear weapons, expired formally 
almost three years ago. If even 
these modest constraints are allow- 
ed to lapse, both sides will almost 
surely go ahead with new nuclear 
weapons developments that will 
seriously threaten strategic stabili- 
ty and bring the nightmare 'of 
nuclear war closer to reality. 

"...Without effective restraints of 
both a qualitative and quantitative 
nature, the nuclear arsenals of the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union will pose a 
growing threat to the respective 
deterrent forces. This could only 
lead to the adoption of such 
strategic policies as "launch on 
warning" — whereby either country 
might strike first at & time of crisis, 
for fear that its inability to 
retaliate, and thus to deter a 
preemptive strike by the other side, 
had been lost," he said. 

In a comment on the current 
debate within NATO over the 
proposed deployment of cruise and 
Pershing missiles in Europe to 
counter the Soviet SS20, Warnke 
said it would probably be necessary 


(in terms of European political opi- 
nion) to try to negotiate with 
Moscow first, before going ahead 
with the deployment. "But how 
could we do that while SALT Jtt is be- 
ing held up by the illogical 
linkage?" he asked. 

In the face of the Soviet build-up, 
Warnke proposed an American 
counter-build-up — particularly of 
conventional forces, which would 
provide the U.S. with a "flexible 
response" In trouble spots. The 
U.S., furthermore, must continue to 

make Its areas of vital Interests 

Warnke listed Western Europe, the 
Persian Gulf and Israel — perfectly 
clear to the Russians. "It Is im-' 
perative that there Is no mis- 
understanding of our security com- 
mitments and our determination to 
abide by them.” 

A more hawkish view was ex- 
pressed by a Dutchman, F.A.M. 
AJ ting v. Geusau, director of the 
Kennedy Institute In Tilburg. "The 
balance of power has shifted in 
favour of the Soviet Union," he 
said. In military terms the Warsaw 
Pact now has weapons superiority, 
both quantitative and qualitative, 
over NATO in the European 
theatre, he said, though the West is 
stepping up its arms programme. 

The Russians show gains on the 
political front too. "The failure of 
the Americans to preserve the 
shah's regime, and their inability to 
rescue the hostages In Teheran, 
gave confidence to the Soviets and 
played a part in encouraging their 
incursion into Afghanistan,” he 
said. 

"The Europeans have moved 
. away from their American allies, in 
a bid to appease the Soviet Union," 
he continued, saying the policy of 
"detente” contains a number of 
cardinal mistakes. Western Europe 
is forgetting its dependence on the 
U.S., he said, and cannot view 
America and Russia just as two 
superpowers, or adopt an attitude 
of "a plague on both your houses.” 
The choice in Europe is not 
between detente and destruction — 
the opposite Is more likely, he 
believes. Detente, as at present un- 
derstood. is the factor that could 
lead to destruction, according to 
Geusau. 

Finally there are errors of 
perception: Afghanistan is not a 
far-away place, nor is the Persian 
Gulf. Geusau warns: “If the Gulf 
comes under Soviet influence, 
European Interests will be more 
affected than American Interests.” 

He concludes: unless the U.S. and 
Western Europe mend their fences 
and restore their cooperation, “the 
prospects of peace are not good.”

sities." The committee also noted 
that members of the right-wing 
group "Our Israel" had 
demonstrated several times 
without permission and had not 
been disciplined. 

Esam Mahoul Is one of four Arab 
students now under military 
restriction orders. For six months 
he is confined to his village, Bukela. 
In Galilee, and must remain in his 
house between dusk and dawn. 

A source in the National Arab 
Students Committee told The 
Jerusalem Poet yesterday that they 
will protest against the suspension 
to the university’s appeals panel.

The lS286m. which the committee 
of experts Irom the two ministries 
recommended paying Tel Aviv con- 
sists of a IS2Q0m. loan and an 
1584m. loan. But in a meeting on 
Sunday Hurvitz .opposed the 
recommendation, agreeing only to 
a loan of ISlOOm. to the municipali- 
ty at this stage, the sources said.

;'Low Knesset turnout again 
defeats government bill

Once again, the coalition yester- 
day failed to muster a majority on a 
government bill. 

1 Again, the reason for the 
1 government's defeat was the 
* absence of a large number of coali- 
■ tion members from the chamber. 

| This time, in addition, a number of 
' Alignment members waited unseen 
outside the chamber, lulling the 
coalition Into a sense of false securi- 
ty. 

The bill in question was the bill to 
perpetuate the memory of Israel's 
presidents and prime ministers, 
which had been presented for its 
first reading by Justice Minister 
Shmuel Tamlr. 

The coalition should have sensed 
trouble when Esther Herlltz (Align- 
ment) spoke against the seemingly 
non-con troversial bill, saying it had 


been drafted hastily and carelessly . 

The MU was defeated by 22 votes 
to 20. 

Tamir then again presented for 
its first reading the bill enabling 
codification of civil property laws, 
which is designed to be the begin- 
ning of Israel's civil code. Ap- 
parently unwilling to risk another 
defeat, however, he requested that 
the vote be deferred. 

An identical bill was defeated two i 
weeks ago, also by a chance majori- 
ty. 

Last week, the government failed 
to secure passage of its bill to es- 
tablish Karaite courts, and It was 
again embarrassed when the op- 
position defeated a bill by Tehezkel 
Flomin (Likud) banning wage 
linkage in collective agreements, 
after Social Affairs and Labour 
Minister Israel Katz moved that it 
go to committee.

TEL AVIV. — Negev Bedirin said 
yesterday they did not mind the 
IDF building an airbase on some of 
their land at Tel Malhata. But they 
continued their steadfast objection 
to expropriation of the entire area. 

They appealed for the public's 
support as the Knesset this week 
holds the second and third readings 
of a blQ legalizing the expropriation 

of 89,000 dunams of their land. The 
area la earmarked for an airbase to 
replace the one at Ophtra, which Is . 
to be vacated by Aprill982 in accor- 
dance with the Israel-Egypt peace 
treaty. 

Nurf el-Ukbl, secretary of the 
Committee for Bedulns Rights in 
the Negev, said yesterday the 
tribesmen "wiffl not budge from 
their lands ... they can cut the Be- 
duin into pieces and we still will not 
leave the lands."” ' 

Khalil Abu Judd, whose father 
claims 90 per cent of the land at Tel 
Malhata, said his tribe has been liv- 
ing there for hundreds of years. The 


■ government had recognized their 
rights to the area, he added. 

Stating he had no objection to the 
establishment of an IAF base there, 
Abu Jueid said, "We're ready for a 
reasonable compromise" in the 
land dispute. "But if they take all 
our land, where will we go?" he 
asked. 

- -The compensation offered for the 
85,000 dunams will not cover the 
cogs of resettlement, the Beduin ’* 
legal adviser Meir Lamm claimed. 
Lamm estimated the 800 families at 
Tel Malhata would receive some 
IS48 m. for the land and another 
IS2.4xn. for the shacks they would 
leave behind. 

The new land offered them in Be- 
duin urban concentrations would 
cost some ISSSLm., he said. The 
plans also call for giving them some 
farming land for another 1828m.

ment. The figure for the average 
draftee now is six to eight affected 
teeth. 

The increase is caused by a diet 
high In sweets and insufficient care 
paid to mouth and tooth hygiene, 
Welnreb said. 

One of the congress’ events will 
be “Day of the Healthy Tooth" in 


KDcar Malchei YIsrael on July 17. 
Some 50,000 toothbrushes donated 
by Dr. J- Nawara of Belgium will be 
handed out free of charge. 

Israel Dental Association chair- 
man Dr. Samuel Perlmutter said 
only 23 per cent of Israelis seek den- 
tal care, often only after suffering 
severe pains. 

In Jerusalem. Health Minister

Speaking at a congress on den- 
tistry for the handicapped in 
Jerusalem's Hilton Hotel, Shost&k 
said there are now only 2,000 den- 
tists in Israel. In the North of the 
country there la one dentist per 11,- 
000 people, and in the South one per 
8 , 000 . 

Israel’s two dental schools 
produce 60-70 qualified dentists 
each year.

Soviets oppose expansion 
of NATO to include Spain 


BONN i UPII. — Soviet leaders last 
week warned German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt they firmly oppose 
any expansion of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO} and 
threatened consequences If Spain 
enters the western defence pact, a- 
West German newspaper reported 
yesterday. 

The newspaper “Die Welt" said It 
had obtained the secret protocol of 
the talks Schmidt held with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev in 
Moscow last week. 

Government spokesmen refused 
to confirm or deny the report, 
referring to official pledges of 
secrecy on diplomatic papers such 
as the protocol. 

The spokesman suggested the 
newspaper had obtained copies of 
notes made during the talka by a 
delegation member. Re said the 
government was investigating what 
he termed a politically motivated 
leak. 

Diplomatic sources confirmed 
sections of the report that made 


clear the Soviets insisted only 
American nuclear weapons be In- 
cluded In the talks on European 
nuclear arms control the Kremlin 
proposed to Washington through 
Schmidt last week. 

Sources also confirmed the 
Soviets took a formal legal stance 
over observance of their pledges in 
the Salt-11 treaty not yet ratified by 
the U.S. Senate. 

"Die Welt" said the Soviet leader 
warned Schmidt against supporting 
what the newspaper claimed 
Brezhnev saw as the predominantly 
American drive for Spain to enter 
the NATO pact. "You. Mr. 
Chancellor, should consider exactly 
the results of such a step." the 
report quoted Brezhnev as saying.

Heavy fighting 
said raging on 
Iran-Iraq border 

TEHERAN (AP). — Heavy fighting

Growing violence in Turkey 
claims 95 victims in week 


ANKARA (Reuter). — At least 93 
Turks died in political or sectarian 
clashes in Turkey last week, the 
worst weekly death toll for 18 
months, police sources said yester- 
day. 

The main violence was la the 
northern town of Coruin, where 18 
people died In three days despite a 
military curfew. 

Most Corum victims were minori- 
ty Alevl (Shia) Moslems, but the 
killings were politically motivated 


because most Alevls are leftists, 
the sources said. 

In one incident in Corum last 
week seven Alevls were tied up and 
executed by unknown gunmen. 

The majority of Turks are Sunni 
Moslems. Alevls make up about 15 
per cent of the national population, 
but in Corum the figure is closer to 
30 per cent. 

The rest of last week's killings 
were in scattered left-right in- 
cidents in Istanbul, Ankara and 
other parts of the country.

India approves Kampuchea; 
Int’l aid to refugees cut 

NEW DELHI (AP). — India yester- 
day announced recognition of the 
Vietnam-installed regime in Kam- 
puchea and establishment of 
diplomatic ties with It. 

External Affairs Minister P.V.N. 

Rao told a cheering parliam ent that 
the government's stand on Kara- 
puchea was shared “by an 
overwhelming majority of political 
opinion in India." 

His announcement ended months 
of speculation about India's at- 
titude toward the Heng Samrln 
regime, brought to power by a Viet- 
namese military drive that toppled 
Premier Pol Pot in early 1978. 

Meanwhile, reliable sources in 
Bangkok said yesterday that major 
International relief organizations 
have decided to entofffood supplies 
to areas of the Th&I-K&mpuchean 
border controlled by Pol Pot by 
July 21 and are hoping to phase out 
the entire frontier aid operation. 

The International Committee of 
the Red Cross (IGRC), the UN 
children's fund (UNICEF) and the 
UN W orld Food Programme 
(WFP) made the decision because 
It was their “clear view" that a 
large part of the food supplies had

been reaching Pol Pot's soldiers 
along the border. 

The decision was reportedly 
made at a recent meeting in New 
York of ICRC's operation chief, 
* Jean-Pierre Hocke; UNICEF head 
James Grant; and Sir Robert 
Jackson, a special envoy of UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
charged with the refugee problem. 
Waldheim was also Involved In the 
decision, according to the sources. 

The agencies also have decided to 
review the entire Thai border aid 
operation after the current mon- 
soon season, but not later than Oc- 
tober, with a view toward gradually 
phasing out the programme in 
favour of aid administered by the 
UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees and private voluntary 
agencies. 

The controversial operation has 
aided Pol Pot-controlled areas as 
well as tens of thousands of Kam- 
pucheans Jiving in encampments 
loosely run by “free Khmer" anti- 
communist guerrillas. It has also 
Involved a “land bridge" which 
sent urgently needed food, rice 
seeds and other necessities into 
western Kampuchea. 


TEHERAN. — Women employed 
by the Iranian government will' be 
fired immediately unless they are 
wrapped in traditional long black 
Islamic veils when they report to 
work at eight o'clock this morning, 
the revolutionary prosecutor- 
general warned yesterday. 

"Should any woman member of 
staff appear at her office not wear- 
ing Islamic dress, their salaries 
and allowances will be terminated 
immediately." said an announce- 
ment from Hojatoleslam Qodduai. 

The announcement, in conformi- 
ty 'with Ayatollah Khomeini’s 
order, indicated there might be 
some modification of the all-: 
enveloping black head veil and the 
full-length, long-sleeved chador to 
ferhich some women object. It said 
an “Islamic office uniform for 
women” would be submitted soon 
to the Revolutionary Council and 
President Abolhassan Banl-Sadr, 
and then "office clothing will be un- 
iform for all." 

The revolutionary regime issued 
a manifesto the week before last 
requiring all female government 
employees to wear traditional 
Islamic dress. On Saturday, about 
2,000 women demonstrated outside 
Rani -Sadr's office protesting the 


regulation. He told them he would 
review the regulation, but “for the 
time being there is not going to be 
any action against anybody concer- 
ning r dresses or covers." 

On Sunday, however. Radio 
Teheran broadcast a statement 
from Banl-Sadr urging women to 
wear the chador to work “with 
perfect willingness and convic- 
tion... as a revolutionary action to 
further the Islamic revolution." 

Meanwhile, an influential 
member of Iran's new parliament 
“yesterday urged that the 53 
American hostages face a court 
similar to the one that tried Nazi 
war criminals in Nuremberg. . 

"Repeatedly I have said that the 
Iranian nation has “not taken 
hostages, hut a bunch of spies, 
thieves who have been operating 
for 25 years In Iran, hoping, with 
trust of God, they will be tried in a 
court like the one in Nuremberg," 
said Fakharedin HejazL 

Hejazi received the most votes of 
any parliamentary candidate who 
ran in Teheran. He is a staunch sup- 
porter of the Islamic Republican 
Party, which favours spy trials for 
some of the hostages and which 
dominates the parliament, which is 
to decide their fate.

Sherlock Holmes may face ‘emasculation’ 


Many diplomats to spurn Olympics 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Dozens of 
nations that oppose the summer 
Olympics because of the Soviet In- 
vasion of Afghanistan have ordered 
their envoys in Moscow to stay 
away from the games and avoid 
taking part in any event connected 
with them, diplomatic sonrees said 
yesterday. 

The diplomatic boycott will be 
even more widespread than the 
athletic boycott led by the U.S.. the 
sources said, because a number of 
nations whose teams are taking 
part in the games have decided to 
keep all of the official represen- 
tatives away from the Olympic 


stadiums. 

A number of embassies that 
already have received courtesy 
tickets for the ceremony opening 
the games on July 19 Indicated they 
would not use them. Ambassadors 
from many countries were planning 
to leave Moscow before the games 
begin. 

Few diplomats were willing to 
talk on the record about details of 
their plans to snub the Soviets dur- 
ing the games, although they readi- 
ly confirmed on a background basis 
that they were acting together, as a, 
result of a aeries of informal dis- 
cussions held in recent weeks.

The Mondale Formula 


SOME STUDENTS of the Middle 
East lexicon may not have en- 
countered a term probably 
originating In the carpeted Interior 
of the State Department: the Mon- 
dale Formula. 

It was devised just two years 
ago in an attempt to find 
middle ground between 
Washington's refusal to have 
American ottlciala visit East 
Jerusalem under Israeli auspices, 
and Mayor Teddy Kollek’s refusal 
to receive Vice-President Walter 
Mondale if the latter did not visit 
East Jerusalem with him. 

The situation then appears to 
have a direct bearing on the 
transfer of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin 'a office to East 
Jerusalem. 

The Mondale Formula was 
lay the vice-president 
self in Washington after some 
thought. He didn't want to offend 
the Arabs by appearing to extend 
American recognition to Israeli 
sovereignty over 'East Jerusalem. 
On the other hand, be didn't want to 
spoil his planned goodwill visit by 
offending his Israeli hosts. ^ 

Mondale's Formula was a visit io ■ 
-the - Western- Wall,' with Kollek. The 
visit, however, would be considered 
private, and Kollek would be in- 
vited as "a friend.” President 
Carter personally approved the 
plan, and the Israeli government 
and Kollek' himself accepted it. 


The Post’s ABRAHAM RABINOVICH reports on 
a compromise formula worked out by the U.S. 
vice-president to avoid harming sensibilities over 
Jerusalem. The formula has been widely 
accepted but will not be applied by U.S. presiden- 
tial candidate John Anderson, who arrives in 
Israel for a visit today. 


ON THE APPOINTED day, July l. 
1978, a fleet of dark limousines fly- 


ing no flags of identity swept in over 
Mount Zion, breached Dung Gate, 
and braked in the Western Wall 
Plaza. The smiling Mondale and his 
Viennese-born friend emerged 
from among the security men and 
attendant diplomats. 

Despite the value he attached to 
friendship, Kollek was interested in 
establishing for the record that he 
happened to he Mayor of 
Jerusalem. Before leading his 
guest to the Wall, he introduced him 
to a reception committee composed 
of members of the Jerusalem City 
Council, whose hands Mondale 
dutifully shook. 

" The Mondale Formula,- as itr 
•tame to 1 be knoWwithln the State 
Department, and its agencies in the 
Middle East, became the accepted 
protocol In Washington for visits by 
senior officials to Jerusalem. The 
form it took was a flagless visit to 
the Western Wall with JerusalezQjs 
mayor via Mount Zion, the shortest 
route and one not passing through 
Arab areas. 


However, it didn't necessarily 
chime in every detail with the 
Kollek Formula. This became clear 
last month when Kollek refused to 
receive U.S. Transportation 
Minister Nell Goldschmidt after he 
had turned down Kollek's sugges- 
tion to pay a visit to the Western 
Wall via Damascus Gate and the 
Moslem Quarter. 

A senior aide to Kollek who deals 
with matters of protocol said that 
he had never heard of the Mondale 
Formula. "No one is going to tell 
Teddy where he takes his guests,” 
the aide remarked. 


"It's an empty gesture that will 
be counter-productive." says 
former Deputy Mayor Meron 
Benvenlsti. "If the city is really un- 
ited such demonstrative moves 
aren't needed that create a dilem- 
ma for even our closest friends." 


THEREf ARE indications that at 
least -some other foreign 
governments have adopted the 
Mondale Formula. When German 
opposition leader Franz Joseph 
Strauss visited here recently, the 
German embassy in Tel Aviv asked 
the municipality to arrange a visit 
for him to the Western Wall by the 
shortest possible route, and to no 
other site in East Jerusalem. 


It was Benvenlsti who found a 
way out of the Imbroglio created by 
the decision, in 1967, to hold official 
municipal receptions in the Citadel, 
an ancient fortress just inside the 
walls of the Old City. 

Since this was former Jordanian 
territory, the Diplomatic Corps 
cleared its throat, and notified the 
municipality that it would regret- 
fully be -enable to attend. 
' BehveniSti’s' solution was To' setup a 
reception table for the diplomats in 
the forecourt of the Citadel, just 
outside the walls. This had been no 
man's land rather than inside 
Israel proper before the Six Day 
War. 

The Diplomatic Corps didn't put 
too fine a point on it, and has turned 
out in force at every reception 
since. 
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professional topics and to deepen 
their mutual cooperation. 


- Something about this particular 
congress, however, attracted the 
•attention of people other than 
physicians; an extremely in- 
teresting exhibition of postage 
stamps, the' collection of optical 
surgeon Dr. Laszlo Berar, of the Tel 
Has homer Hospital.

Through his stamps, Berar 
demonstrated that the standard of 
optical medicine today owes much 
to ancient philosophers and 
thinkers, among them many Jewish 
ones.

It was King Salomon who said: 
"The light of the eyes rejoices the 
heart." The renowned medieval 
physician from Cordoba, Moses 
M&imonldea, wrote an important 
article about optical medicine. Five 
hundred years later, another 
Jewish thinker, Baruch Spinoza, 
made his living by polishing optical 
lenses. 

The history of optical' medicine, 
as documented by Berar in his 
collection, has its mythology and its 
contemporary reality. Although the 
ancient Greek physician Hip- 
pocrates could not yet distinguish 
between glaucoma and cataracts, 
he was interested in diseases of the 
eyes, and Aristotle was the first 
person to dissect an animal eye and 
chart all its components in their 
precision. 

Depicted on the small stamps are 
the famous scientists and thinkers: 
the astronomer Kepler with his 


dioptrical glass; the physicist New- 
ton with his work "The Scientific 
Theory of Colours"; another 
famous astronomer Galileo Galilei 
shown on a stamp with his Invention 
the telescope; Leonardo da Vinci 
with his anatomical drawings. 

Zamenhoff, famous as the 
creator of Esperanto, was also in 
the exhibition. In a leaflet con- 
taining comments on the exhibits, it 
is noted that his original profession 
was optical medicine. The great im- 
portance of the invention of the 
alphabet — and later musical notes 
— for the blind, was marked by 
stamps printed in honour of the 
-famous Frenchman Louis Braille. 


SPECIAL ATTENTION in Berar's 
collection was paid to blindness. 
There were stamps with the white 
cane, the Braille print, the specially 
trained dog. 

The final part of Berar's exhibi- 


tion is devoted to blind artists. 

Johann Sebastian Bach was blind 
while dictating his work "Die Kunst 
der Fuge” to his son-in-law. John 
Milton, the author of "Paradise 
Lost.” became blind when he was 
43. Homer, famous for his epic 
poems, was blind, aiid so was 
Handel. 

The tragedy of blindness inspired 
Picasso when he designed and 
painted works that were later used 
on stamps, such as "The Blind Man 
With a Guitar," "The Blind Man 
and His Meal," "The Blind Man 
and a Boy" and "A Woman With 
LeukomU in ohe Eye." This part of 
the exhibition culminated with an 
Israeli stamp on a biblical theme — 
"Samson the Blind.” It depicted, 
Samson, stout and strong, yeti 
helpless after Dalila had betrayed 1 
him. The Philistines gouged out his 
eyes, the symbol of the soul, the 
source of knowledge and the light of 
life. 

The appeal of Berar's exhibition 
Is not limited to a closed circle of 
optical surgeons. It contains an 
historic and humane message, the 
inspiring work of a good man and 1 a 
conscientious doctor, who loves his 
every-day work as much as he loves 
his hobby. 


THE TECHNION — 66 years old 
and the country’s oldest institution 
of higher learning — now has, for 
the first time, one of its own 
graduates as chairman of its board 
of governors. 

At the annual meeting last 
month, the board appointed Uzia 
Galil, 59, founder and managing 
director of Elron Electronics In- 
dustries, to its top post. 

After graduating in 1947, Galil 
worked in the electronics Industry 
In tbe U.S. and was awarded his 
master's degree at Purdue Univer- 
sity In 1953. A year later, he return- 
ed to Join the navy and for three 
years headed its electronic 

research and development. 

In 1957, he Joined the Technion 
staff and was made director of Its 
electronics division. It was then

that he founded Elron, the first 
science-based industrial enterprise 
that has its roots In the Technion. 

Today, the Elron group of com- 
panies has more than 3,000 on Its 
payroll, among them 800 engineers 
and scientists, mostly Technion 
graduates. The best known com- 
panies in the group are Elbit Com- 
puters and Elsclnt, whose sales 
topped 870m. last year. 

In recognition of GaJil's contribu- 
tion to the development of science- 


based Industry in Israel and his 
devotion to the Technion, he was 
awarded an honorary -doctorate in 
technical science In 1977. 


“THE EIGHTIES must be the 'high 
technology decade' for Israel that 
will help us gel close to- economic 
independence," Galil told the Tech- 
nion board of governors In his 
acceptance speech. 

"It is probably the only way to 
build an environment that will 


create enough opportunities for our 
young generation and make our 
country attractive to Je-ws 
throughout the world. 

“Only then will our country take 
its place among the advanced in- 
dustrial and post-industrial 
societies.” 

Outgoing board chairman Evelyn 
de Rothschild, who held the post for 
10 years, during which the Technion 
has probably grown faster than in 
any previous decade, said that the 
Technion was faced with a reduc- 
tion of grants relative to cost in- 
creases. 

“This has resulted in the 
Technion's having to cut back in es- 
sential services. It is remarkable 
that even after the cut-backs that 
we can produce the results we do,” 
he said.

"IN THE PAST, psychiatrists wens 
said to tell their patients who com- 
plained of physical ailments: it's all 
in your mind..

Efraim Racker, born in 
Poland 87 years ago, grew up and 
graduated as a doctor in Vienna in 
1938 and was chairman of the 
biochemistry and molecular 
biology department at Cornell 
University in New York State.. He 
still has an old-world charm and 
sense of humour which comes out 
when he wants to drive home a 
point. 

The tall, erect, white-haired 
scientist, son of the newspaper 
editor N aft all Meir Racker, a friend 
of the early Zionist leaders, was 
this month awarded tbe Technion's 
prestigious Harvey Prize in Human 
Health "in recognition of his fun- 
damental contributions to the un- 
derstanding of the complex process 
by which living cells harness 
energy, and the application of this 
knowledge to the correction of 
metabolic aberrations found in the 
diseased cell." 

The number of patients in the 
mental institutions around the 
world has been reduced in one 
generation to less than half as a 
result of the successes of biology 
and biochemistry in coming up with 
drugs against diseases before 
which the doctors were previously 
helpless. "When r studied medicine 
in Vienna, I wanted from the start 
to become a psychiatrist After the 
Anschluss, I went to England and at 
the laboratory of J.H. Quastel I got 
interested in the biochemical basis 
of mental disorders. In England 
and later in the U.S., I studied the 
mechanisms of energy production 
in the human cell.”

“When he arrived." a municipal of- 
ficial recalled, "he said 'Ik* hell 
with our Foreign Office.

The reluctance of American of- 
ficials to visit even a religious site 
in East Jerusalem, except in the 
most politically innocuous cir- 
cumstances, suggests what their at- 
titude will be towards visits to the 
Prime Minister's Office, if it is 
moved there. 


FROM HIS LABORATORY work 
which he still carries on, have come 
new insights Into what is going on in 
the living cells, healthy and diseas- 
ed , and into the effects of 
pathological changes that induce 
cancer and that may affect our 
mental functions, the way we feel, , 
think and react. Tracing the func- 
tions and malfunctions of the mind 


to the cells of our. body, says Prof. 
Racker. fulfills Sigmund Freud’s 
prediction that the causes of mental 
and emotional illnesses would one 
day be traced to their chemical 
foundations. 

"We now use drugs, such as the 
anti-depressants, because their em- 
pirical application has shown that 
they are effective, though we don't 
yet fully understand the reasons for ' 
it What is known Is that certain 
conditions, like mental retardation, 
psychoses and aggression have 
genetic and biochemical causes. 
These causes are located in the cen- 
tral nervous system and they are 
probably due to an Insufficiency or 
alteration of some essential, vital 
chemicals known as biogenic 
amines. 

"For Instance, schizophrenia and 
other forms of psychosis have a 
genetic component. A child has a 15 
times greater chance of b e ing 


PROF. RACKER Is most emphatic 
when he explains that “we owe our 
progress in this field to basic 
research^* He gives the following 
examples; In 1859; a chemist tried 
new chemicals to cure raaiaria. 
During these studies he discovered 
the first synthetic dyestuff and that 
was the beginning of. the great 
dyestuff industry. In 1891, Paul 
Ehrlich found that methylene blue 
was a relief for malaria. In France, 
during World War n. biochemists 
found that certain relatives of 
.methylene blue, such as cblor- 
promazine, were useful against cer- 
- tain allergies. Then, phenothlazlne 
drugs, including chlorproznazlne 
were used in the. treatment of sur- 
gical shock. “And today we use 
these drugs against schizophrenia. 
What, a tortuous road basic 
research and Its application has 
taken: from malaria, to allergies, 
to surgery and now to mental il- 
lness. All this could not have 
happened without the basic work on 
the. chemistry of methylene blue 
and chi orpro marine," says Prof. 
Racker. 

“Let me make a statement which 
I believe to be an unassailable 
truth: every basic discovery we 
make about cells or ceil com- 
ponents may be important for the 
correction of diseased cells. But we 
cannot predict which of our dis- 
coveries will be important or which 
. will not." 

Prof. Racker warns against the 
arbitrary separation of basic from 
applied research. "Practical 
people" are prejudiced against the 
former, he warns. "Our function 
must he to understand. In health, 
cures result from better understan- 
ding, and that must remain our 
target. I quote to my students 
something Louis Pasteur said: 
There are no two sciences. There is 
basic research and there Is the 
application of science, and the two 
are linked as the fruit is to the 
tree."

Windsurfing is like riding the waves with a 
surfboard and a sail together. It's totally ex- 
hilarating, and according to Troika Headier 
U9?2 Olympic World Champion In 420 
dinghies), a greet teacher and head of the 
Snapir dub in Tel Avtv, "it get* Into your 
blood." It's harder than It looks, but easier 
than you think. And ft 1 can do it, there’s a 
very good chance ytm can too. 

First, you don the rubber boots (some peo- 


ple go barefoot) and enter the water. That's 
the easy part. Next you have to learn to stand 
up and maintain your balance on the board. 
This may take several tries, or for some peo- 
ple the whole lesson. The trick is to stand on 
the centre of the board, with your feet about 
24 cm. apart —toes pointed slightly inward. Z 
fell at least three times. 

Next, you must pull the rope attached to 
the mast In order to raise it to about a 90 
degree angle to your body. It’s pretty heavy 
in the beginning, and I fell in another three 
times. 

Once you've got the mast up. you skilfully 
grab on to the bar In the middle of the sail, 
and you're off and sailing. Moving the bar 



forward and back according to the direction 
of the wind, helps you change course. It's a 
bit hard to raise the mast, and even harder to 
orient yourself with the bar. particularly on 
a windy day. But practice makes perfect, 
and with determination and stlck-to-it- 
iveness, it's glorious. 

If you think you'd like to try windsurfing, 
you might want to try the seven-hour wind- 
surfing course offered at Snapir. The first 
hour Is devoted to theory — familiarizing 
yourself with the equipment and how it 
works. The next three hours are spent in the 
still water of a bay area or even the giant 
pool at Hayarkon Park.

Fortunately for us, Israel is an Ideal place 
for windsurfing. Sites include Tel Aviv, 
Caesaria, Ashkelon, Roah Hanikra, 
Nahariya, Bat Tam, and Eilat (where the 


water is considered especially suitable 
because of climate and visibility). 

If you'd rather be under than over, Snapir 
also offers scuba courses at their centre, 
mornings or evenings beginning every two 
weeks.

was frequently 111 and my mother 
searched for something to whQe 
away the hours in doctors' waiting 
rooms. She came across a lovely, 
simple book called "The Chinese 
Art of Paperfohilng." Later, my 
mother remarried & man who was a 
contributor to Israeli and local 
causes and as a result she found 
herself attending a lot of charity 
dinners. My mother cannot sit and 
do nothing, but she obviously could 
not take knitting to those fancy 
dinners, so origami re-emerged. 


While all the tedious speeches were 
going on, she sat contentedly 
folding a piece of paper In her lap. 

She showed this work to an oc- 
cupational therapist friend, who fell 
upon It with glee. Just the thing for 
the criminally Insane who were not 
allowed any Implements, even a 
pencil; just the thing for a patient 
who was not up to a more deman- 
ding project like leather work; just 
the thing for many of the patients It 
seemed, as soon, even the doctors 


and nurses were being Shown how 
to fold by the patients. 

All this activity in old Japanese 
art (the Japanese took to it avidly 
from about the eighth century 
onwards) was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Japanese English New 
York paper and they published a 
series of articles on what these 
ladies were doing with the art. 
These articles reached the late 
Meyer Berger of “New York 
Times." It so happened that on that 
day, the editor of the “N.Y. Times" 
was showing a Japanese editor 
around the offices. When they came 
to Meyer Berger's room, Berger 
asked him about origami, and im- 
mediately the Japanese editor took 
a piece of paper and folded a model. 
Mr. Berger decided it was time to 
visit my mother, which he did. The 
next day he printed an article about 


origami. After It appeared, my 
mother was inundated with letters, 
phone calls and requests to appear 
on television and radio shows, 
which in turn engendered more 
letters. Eventually, the Origami 
Centre was established, and books 
on the subject began to proliferate. 

Many exhibitions have been held, 
these written, and creativity in the 
field surged ahead by leaps and 
bounds. The Origami Centre 
receives hundreds of new folds all 
the time — a man on a horse, Jonah 
inside the whale, a train with an 
engine and cars attached, a Magen 
David — all made with one piece of 
paper and no cutting or pasting. 

Now, I am conducting origami 
workshops at the Israel Museum. 
And we hope to form an Israel 
Origami Society. Workshops (for 
children age 10 upwards, and

LAST YEAR I would have laughed 
myself silly had someone suggested 
■that I would today be a bonafide 
Nautilus addict — regularly and 
■willingly exercising everything 
from my quadraceps and 
laussirrula dorsl to my sternocleiod- 
mastold neck muscles on 10 


machines that look like props from 
"Star Wars.” 


I'm not opposed to physical 
fitness. In fact, in high school I used 
' to get "A's" in sports. But over the 
years, keeping in shape has become 
a chore. Swimming Is a pain 
because daily laps mean constantly 
washing and blow drying my hair. 
Tennis is out because of my 
Irregular work hours which make it 
impossible to book courts -and keep 
partners. Dance classes bore me — 
after six years of modern jazz I'm 
still a beginner. I don' have enough 
self-dlscipitne to jog or exercise at 
home. 

But midway through a high- 
protein crash diet this spring, just 
as the season's beautiful, skimpy 
new swimsuits went on sale, I 
decided enough was enough. Just 


losing weight wasn’t going to tone 
sagging muscles, or remedy the 
fact that by 2 p.m. each day I was 
out of energy. Distasteful as It was. 
I would force myself to join a health 
club and do pushups.

who pay fat fees for the privilege of 
working out on the machines three 
times a week. 30-45 minutes a ses- 
sion. It's also, according to its ad- 
vocates, the quickest, most ef- 
ficient way of keeping all of the 
body's muscles sleek. 

Although pumping iron was 
something I'd always avoided, I 
decided to give Nautilus a try last 
April. The machines, spread across 
a big room In the Hilton's base- 
ment, which is nicely garnished 
with green plants and full-length 
mirrors, looked innocuous enough. 
So did Eileen Dreyfuss, a trim and 
slim 2a-year-old new immigrant 
from the suburbs of Philadelphia 
and her 29-year-old equally fit hus- 
band Niml. one of the stars of 
Hapoel Tel Aviv’s soccer team. 
They own the. equipment and rent 
space from the Hilton. 

I let Eileen strap me into the first 
contraption, a chrome and leather 
"hip and back” machine that looks 
like a gynecologist's examining 
table.

1 was ' 
told to raise one leg — ■ bending the 
knees on the way up — until It was 
parallel with the table. Then, just 
as slowly. I was to return the leg to 
its original position and repeat the 
exercise with the other leg, ■ a 
minimum of eight. 

It wasn't easy. Those cute little 
cushions are linked by pulley to 
weights and controlled by a silver 
cam which is shaped like a Nautilus 
sea shell. The cam creates 
resistance against the muscles, 
working them slowly and smoothly. 
The key to Nautilus, Niml claims, is 
that the system stretches the mus- 
cle to its fullest range of motion. 
Having barely passed physiology I 
wouldn't know. I can testify. 
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trimmer because the muscles have 
expanded under the skin. 

The gynecologist's table, by the 
way. Is not the. worst of the 
machines. Neither is the cotton gin 
which exercises the quadraceps. 
hamstrings and buttocks. To work- 
. out on that; you climb Into the 
driver's seat, strap yourself In, slip 
the barrel-shaped cushions (which 
are connected to the Nautilus- 
shaped pulley which are connected 
to the . weights) on to the joint 
between foot and leg, and lift. Ah-h- 
h-h. 

The killer is what “Newsweek 
cheerfully describes as “halfway 
between a torture rack and a den- 
tist's chair." That's .for the upper 
body. Sft yourself down. Strap In. 
Extend arms to tbe side, bend 
elbows, position forearms on 
leather pads. Slowly move each 
arm forward 90 degrees, until the 
pads meet. When I began Nautilus I . 
could only do the exercise eight 
times with Eileen or Nlmi’s help. 
Now I can do 12 Independently. ' 

That's progress.

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Fish importers attack alleged 
monopoly of Atlantic Fisheries

TEL AVIV. - FMi Importer* 
yesterday attacked (ha pwernment 
for giving the local Atlantic 
Fisheries * Shipping Company, 
owned by Ta'aeov Meridor. a 
monopoly on the import of frozen 
bakaU. 

Ya'acov Fetocr, t be bead of the 
import and marketing department 
of the Te! Aviv Chamber of 
Commerce, eattl at a press con* 
frrence here attended by the n»h 
importers, that this monopoly Is 
coating the economy and con- 
sumers tens of muttons of shekels 
per year. 

He said that bat Cor this monopo- 


ly. which is sgAlnst the cartel law, 
prices of frozen bakala could drop 
by at least XS5 per kilo (About IS7.5 
per kilo instead of ISI2J0J. 

Feincr said that the fish im- 
porters, through the Chamber of 
Commerce, had appealed to the 
Knesset and the Industry Ministry 
to cancel this monopoly and to 
allow them to import frozen ttri i 
too. He added that if this did not 
help, they would turn to the High 
Court of Justice. 

Avtgdor Proyect. the managing 
director of Atlantic Fisheries, told 
The Pnitt that his firm is not an Im- 
porter but a fishing concern with 
fishing rights off the coast of South 
Africa. Unless used, these rights 


will be taken away, he said. 
Therefore his firm had demanded 
from the government a certain 
protection, just like the farmers or 
any other IaraeU’producer. 

Proycct said that the main 
problem with the present competi- 
tion is that certain importers were 
only Interested in making an easy 
profit and were bringing tn & low- 
quality fish from Argentina, which 
only very few countries. Including 
. Israel, allow to be imported. Accor- 
ding to Proyect, these fish have , 
parasites called Cftloromyxum 
mxrnhiLxchi, which can be seen 
with the naked eye, and which are 
up to 15 mm. long and 2 mm. thick. 

The Haifa rabbinate has already 
declared these fish not kosher. 
Proycct said. He added that these 
importers are spoiling the market 
for all the others, because people 
are now afraid to buy fish, and are 
eating less fish.

TEL AVIV. — The government’s 
economic policy has led to a drop in 
the number of Industrial workers. 
Nxftali Blumenthal. head of the 
Koor industrial complex, said 
yesterday. 

“If at the beginning of the current 
year some 300.000 persons were 
employed in industry, by the end of 
June the number had dropped by 4 
per cent, to some 288.000,** he 
charged. He added that if in the 
first three months of 1980 exports 
bad risen to compensate for the 
drying up of local markets, during 
the second quarter of the year ex- 
ports had also dropped, “due to low 
profitability.** 

Therefore, he called on the 
Finance Ministry and the Bank of 
Israel not to take any steps to 
further worsen the terms of finan- 
cing in local currency for export- 
oriented Industries. However, if the 
authorities did go ahead and made 
these terms tougher, he could 
predict a further increase in in- 
dustrial unemployment. 

Aluf (Res.) Teshayahn Garish, 
deputy general manager of Koor. 
pointed out that Industry meant not 
only exports, but, also military 
security. “Cutbacks in orders by 
the military establishment can stop 
factories specializing in this field 
from functioning at optimal capaci- 
ty. and in renewing their equip- 
ment. Emergencies strike like 
lightening,” he said, "but it takes a 
long time to get such a factory back 
on its fighting feet." 

Garish was also critical of the 
government's policy in another 
field, in divesting Itself of com- 
panies It owned. Koor had heard 
that the government-sponsored 


desalination plant was up for sale, 
and Koor had put in a bid of 52m. No 
reply was received to this bid, but 
he had heard that the rfpgaHwoHpn 
plant had been sold — to another 
government company, Israel 
Chemicals, be said. 

Turning to Koor's consolidated 
balance sheet and the profit and 
loss statement, Blumenthal noted 
that “exports in 1979 were the same 
as in 1978 — 5280m.” He blamed the 
failure of exports to rise on the loss 
of the Iranian market the low 
profitability of goods sold in almost 
all other countries. However, he ex- 
pected exports In 1980 to rise to 
5320m. During the first half of this 
year, exports stood at 5160m., com- 


pared to only 5125m. during the first 
half of 1979, he said. 

Total sales (including exports) 
and other Income stood at XL34b. in 
1979, compared to ILl7b. the 
previous year.. This constituted a 
"real" growth of 6.3 per cent. 

Net profit, after all taxes and 
after distributing the share due to 
minority shareholders in affiliated 
companies, stood at ILl,064m. com- 
pared to IL6l4xn. the previous year, 
and ILlB2m. In 1977. 

“The most outstanding feature of 
the profit and loss statement," 
Blumenthal said, “is the huge jump 
In the cost of financing. If it was 10.8 
per cent of total turnover In 1978, it 


Industrial output down 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Industrial production dropped 10 
per cent, in real terms, in the first 
quarter of the year compared with 
the last quarter of 1979, according 
to estimates published by the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. 

In 1979, fluctuations In the level of 
industrial output (except 
diamonds) were slight — the last 
quarter was 3 per cent higher than 
the third, making up for a 3 per cent 
decline in the third quarter. In the 
first half of 1979 Industrial output 
was at the same level as in the last 
quarter of 1978. 

All in all, then, industrial output 
has been stagnant since the second 
half of 1978. In the first quarter of 
1980 It has fallen back to the level of 
1977. 

Particularly sharp declines were 
recorded in die first three months 
of the year in the output of elec- 


trical and electronic goods and In 
metal products, where production 
fell by 23 and 19 per cent, respec- 
tively. These declines are followed 
by food and beverages — 15 per 
cent, and machinery and transport 
equipment — 13 per cent. 

Industrial employment also fell, 
by 4 per cent, in the first three 
months of the year, but man-days 
worked declined even more sharply 
— by 7 per cent. 

Nominal wages In industry rose 
18 per cent In the first quarter, com- 
pared with the last three months of 
1979, and by 109 per cent in com- 
parison with the first quarter of 
1979. 

However, since the consumer 
price index rose 119 per cent 
between January-March 1979 and 
January-March 1980, real wages 
were 8.4 per cent lower than in ear- 
ly 1979. 


jumped to 18.3 per cent in 1979." 
These huge financing costs caused 
the pre-tax profit to fail from 8.1 per 
cent of turnover in 1978 to 5.9 per 
cent in 1979. 

This year, as last year, 12,000 of 
Koor's 26,800 workers, would 
receive a share of the profits, rang- 
ing from a bonus of 102,000 to EL27,- 
000, the average being 1015,000.

However, he ad- 
mitted that this comparison was 
misleading, since it. did not com- 
pare the average pay in the same 
types of industry. If fills were done, 
then Koor workers received 18-20 
per cent more than those in com- 
peting plants. 

A ten-year review of Koor’s ac- 
tivities shows that it has grown 
from 15,000 workers to 26,800; ex- 
ports had grown from 530m. to 
5280 m.; the number of companies if 
owns outright or has an Interest In 
'(if only a minority interest), has 
grown from 31 to 25. 

Koor's percentage of all in- 
dustrial sales in Israel has grown 
from 7.3 per cent to 10 per cent; its 
percentage of industrial exports 
grew from 7 to 11 per cent; and its 
percentage of the Industrial work 
force grew from 6 to 9 per cent. 


Landau decries pessimistic Treasury 
leaks about El Al’s finances 
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Transport Minister Haim Landau 
yesterday lashed ont at the 
Treasury for preparing, and leak- 
ing to the press and television, 
papers analysing El Al's financial 
situation. 

It is strange, the minister said, 
that Treasury officials "cook up" 
reports, instead of leaving this to 
the joint committee of the Treasury 
and the Transport Ministry, which 
has only started its work. 

He referred to reports that 
Treasury officials had predicted a 
SSOm. loss by the national airline 
for this year, and continuing losses 


in subsequent years. The reports 
recommended breaking up of El A1 
into several autonomous com- 
panies, but also said that the cost of 
closing down the national airline 
would exceed its foreseeable losses. 
The option of closure, the reports 
said, should be considered as a last 
resort. 

Landau said that the Treasury 
should leave the subject of El A1 to 
the experts in the Transport 
Ministry, and should refrain from 
shooting from the hip with plans 
that have not been checked or 
adopted.

TEL AVIV. — One of the biggest 
mini-computer sales in the country 
was recently- concluded between 
Hassneh Insurance and Tean Com- 
puter* fk Systems (TC&S), the 
representatives of the Data 
General firm of the U.S. 

Meir Llpshes, marketing 
manager of TC&S, said that the 
Hassneh contract called for the 
purchase of 11 mini-computers 
from Data General during the com- 
ing year. The first three will be in- 


stalled this month, costing about 
535.000 each. 

Lipshes also said that his com- 
pany’s sales here last year were , 
about 55m. and that during the^rst 
six months of this' year they had 
been about $3m. 

He complained bitterly about the 
lack of government supervision of 
this market. He said that while the 
government supervises the import 
of washing machines to protect the 
consumer, no one protects the 
purchaser of computers. “Anyone 
can import computers into the 
country, *' he said.

Such 
direct producer-to-consumer sales, 
he said, are Intolerable and may In 
the long run undermine the retail 
chain. He also claimed that Tnuva 
sells milk 3 per cent below the of- 
ficial price.

. use of energy and other resources.” 


BP already has a successful min' 
ing division. BP Minerals, and is a.

The Housing Ministry yesterday 
dismissed as "amateurish” a 
Labour Party official’s plan for 
deducting the cost of land from the 
cost of an apartment for eligible 
families. 

An official at the Housing 
Ministry, who refused to be iden- 
tified, said that “there's nothing 
new" in the plan set forth yesterday 
by Shikun Ovdim director-general 
Rafi Edri. 

Edri’s plan calls for the construc- 
tion of 45,000 flats on state land. He 
said he believes that by discounting 
the land cost, apartment prices 
could be cut by some 35 per cent. 

The ministry official said that 
Edri, who as head of the Hlstadrut's 
Shikun Ovdlm.bullding coppany has 
been tipped as a candidate for bous- 
ing minister, should Labour form 
the next government, "knows that 
it's an amateurish plan.” 


He explained that since in the 
major urban areas land costs reach 
nearly 50 per cent of the purchase 
price of a fiat, while In development 
towns land costs are much lower. 
"People in Tel Aviv would get a 50 
per cent discount, while people in 
DImona would get only alO per cent 
discount." 


Edri 'a plan calls for dividing con- 
struction between private and 
public companies, and 10,000 of the 
new flats would be rented at a rate 
equivalent to 25 per cent of the 
tenant's income.

A backward step 

MOST JEWS In this country, as wall as a goodly number of ; 
Arabs, urUl doubtless be repelled, indeed incensed, by the views 
attributed to the ten Israeli Arabs now confined to their homes 
from dusk to dawn, and forbidden to leave their home towns, un- 
der restriction orders served on them by the army over the past 
month. 

Tha question Is whether. In a democratic and law-abiding land 
that is not being threatened with an actual emergency, such 
measures are to be considered acceptable, or even tolerable. 

The first to be served the orders were two Haifaites, both 
members of the Council Against Land Confiscation, one a 
Rakah activist, early last month. Their apparent offence was 
attendance at a Nazareth gathering, called to protest the car- 
bombings of the mayor* of Nablus and RamaUah, a Veek 
earlier. 

Another group of eight, which included four student activists 
and four members of the Ibna al-Balad movement, received 
their orders over the past weekend. Their precise offences were 
not officially explained, but again it appears they did not involve 
any overt, indictable action. 

Under the relevant law, which is the emergency regulations, 
□o explanation is needed. Xt is sufficient that the person served 
with the order be deemed “dangerous to the security of the 
state.** 

Fbr 32 years the retention of these odious regulations, once the 
instrument of colonialist o p pr es sion and betrayal, has been 
Justified by reference to the continuing state of war with the 
neighbouring Arab states. But their application, however 
judicious, has been a constant source of uneasiness. 

An arbitrary regime could find enough dynamite In them to 
legally destroy Israel's freedom. That is why the party now in 
power used to promise, whan in opposition, a thorough overhaul 
of the emergency regulations. 

So far, only the law relating to administrative detention has 
been reformed, and it la a dubious improvement on the old. 
Ironically the first detainee under it was a Jew. The present 
sudden upeurge ia resort to the original, and unre vised, 
emergency regulations la a reminder that their reach is. In prin- 
ciple, tax and wide, and need not be limited to Arabs. 

All democratic countries, Knesset Speaker Berman contend- 
ed this week, take emergency measures to defend themselves. 

So they do, when the peacetime legal order la unequal to the 
task. But this Is not the situation In Israel today. 

At the Nazareth meeting attended by toe two Haifa, detainees, 
the mayor, MK Tfewfik Zayyad, delivered an Inflammatory 
speech that gave rise to a demand tor the removal of his 
parliamentary immunity — so that be could stand trial on a 
charga oT sedition. Tills, however, was turned down, on the 
evidence of the ^Mach itself, by Attorney-General Zamir. 

If such a charge could be made to stick in the cases of Saliba 
Haunt* and Mohammed MTari, who are not even MKs, they 
would poauxoably have bean prosecuted. Apparently because it 
cotdd nck-tbe easy wsgqfivf^fe of confining the two men to 
t»w|r'h«ues.'

THE DELINQUENTS 
OF HISTORY 

Jewish and Arab extremists are reinforcing each other’s 
radicalism, writes ALOUPH HARE VEN. 
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I AM AFRAID of weak 
Palestinian*. I am afraid of them, 
because the only weapon which the 
weak cu n use is their extremism. 1 
am afraid of the weak, for whom 
extremism is not only a response to 
' a distressing reality, but a creed 
which they wish to apply, vengeful- 
ly, to whoever may differ from 
them. I «n> afraid of them not 
because they can do ns barm: we 
can well defend ourselves. I am 
afraid, because together with the 
weak, they do form a secret 
alliance of the Intolerant: an 
alliance in which each side feeds on 
the images of total rejection provid- 
ed by the other; Images of one 
society Imposing Itself forever on 
the other; of one people clai m i n g all 
the rights while denying such rights 
to the other; of one people allowed a 
history, a land, a language, a com- 
munity of their own, while the other 
people are denied them. 

I am afraid of weak Palestinians, 
because In their National Covenant 
I see reflected as in a mirror, our 
own Jewish national-religious 
radicals, who claim that all 
historical rights in this land belong 
to Jews, and none to the Palestinian 
Arabs. Is there indeed any 
difference between the zealots of 
Fatah, proclaiming from 
Damascus their dedication to the 
creed of all or nothing- and the 
zealots of Gush Emunlm proclaim- 
ing themselvei the true inter- 
preters of Divine Rights? Probably 
none. 

They share the Idolatrous cult of 
Land and People. They both call on 
God, faith, history and universal 
justice to establish their entire 
right, and total suppression of the 
rights of others, in this one land. 
Polarized, radical Jew feeds on 
radical Palestinian, radical 
Palestinian feeds on radical Jew, in 


a. feast where they exchange sym- 
bols of total alienation. 

And it is alienation, because only 
the weak, uncertain of their own 
precarious identity, seek refuge in 
the absolute. Only the weak project 
onto an Idea what they themselves 
lack — power and certainty — and 
then worship the idea as though it 
were God Incarnate In themselves. 

I am afraid of weak Palestinians, 
because I do not believe that they 
are the majority among their peo- 
ple although the majority appears 
to follow them. I know most 
Palestinians share a deep sense of 
grievance against Israel, nor would 
I expect them to feel differently. 
But I know also that moat of them 
are, not unlike ourselves, a restless, 
sensitive, self-educating, highly 
ambivalent people; torn between 
trauma and dream, between the 
quest of the Impossible and the 
realization that to seek the impossi- 
ble is to court disaster. I am afraid 
of weak Palestinians. Like our own 
radical Israelis, they will Immerse 
society in violence and human 
sacrifice (which are the consum- 
mation of their faith). 

THERE IS a conflict about the 
Right of Return at the heart of these 
passions. For each side the Right of 
Return Is a- dream to be fulfilled, 
and that same dream is a spectre 
for the other side. For the utter 
fulfilment of the Palestinian Right 
of Return means return to Jaffa 
and Haifa, just as the utter fulfil- 
ment of the Jewish Right of Return 
means return to Nablus and 
Hebron. Both returns Imply 
repossession and dispossession. 
And both arouse simultaneously the 
thrill of imagined fulfilment and the 
fear of impending loss. These are 
the two extremes. The weak in both 


camps would condemn us to live 
perpetually between the totality of 
their experienced fantasy and the 
totality of the nightmare which it 
evokes. 

And yet reality indicates 
something quite different. There 
are three to lour million 
Palestinians in the world, and for 
all the Insane fantasies of Jewish 
extremism they are indestructible; 
there are nearly four million 
Israelis, and, for all the mad fan- 
tasies of Palestinian radicals, they 
too are Indestructible. What 
remains is the capacity of each 
■society to hurt the other; the 
capacity of Israel to inflict 
catastrophic damage on whoever 
attempts to harm it; and the 
capacity of the Palestinians to 
manipulate their Arab brethren 
Into a protracted conflict with 
Israel. In the long run, neither side 
will profit from such strategy, and 
both stand to lose. Neither can win. 

Each side must realize that the 
only solution to this problem Is In 
mutual consent to llxqlt the Right of 
Return. Not to relinquish it, for one 
does not relinquish one’s history 
and the memory of one's land. But 
to limit the fulfilment of this Right. 
An agreement to limit it would not 
mean a slackening of one's feelings, 
or of one's attachment to the land. 
Nor of one's right of access. It 
would only mean that the notions of 
repossession and dispossession 
would have to be abandoned. It 
would mean that Jews have to give 
up their claim to repossess Nablus 
and Hebron, and Palestinians must 
give up their claim to repossess Jaf- 
fa and Haifa. 

I AM AFRAID of weak Palestinians 
because this Is not a language they 
speak. And I am afraid of weak 
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Israelis, because their seeming- 
savagery may prevent Israeli 
leaders from speaking the language 
of conciliation boldly and with im- 
agination (as did President Sadat 
when he came to Jerusalem). I am 
afraid of the weak in both camps;' 
their shrillness, their lack of em- 
pathy with anyone unlike- them, 
their hysterical posturing, and the 
callous facility with which they 
would allow words to license 
murder. 

They make me anxious yet I 
realize that their essential quality 
is weakness, not strength. Hie 
weak may often disturb the course 
of history, and the price they exact 
for their weakness may sometimes 
be exceedingly painful. Yet they 
don't determine the eventual pur- 
pose of mankind. Rather, they will 
become the delinquents of history, 
rejecting the future and regressing 


fatally In quest of a past which can 
never be resurrected. 

The world of tomorrow will be 
made by other people, by those 
strong and wise enough to know 
there Is no Final Solution to human 
problems, and that the only en- 
during solution Is to learn to live 
together with the shared dilemma. 

We should be looking for strong 
Palestinians and for Israelis strong 
enough to meet their Palestinian 
counterparts. And although their 
voices may today be muted — es- 
pecially among the Palestinians — 
I do know that their eventual con- 
ciliation is nearer than it has been 
for three generations.

HUMANITIES

Sir. — I refer to Dr. Rosin's letter 
of June 25 entitled "Survive first." 
The thrust of the letter is to tax 
students of the humanities in favour 
of the sciences since the former are 
a vital need whereas the latter are 
luxuries. One must take Issue with 
this since the quality of fife Is no 
doubt influenced by the so-called 
humanities. Perhaps the lack of 
enough stress on these hitherto has 
helped bring us to our present socio- 
economic stall, where everyone 
derides the materialism, the 
careerism and similar facets ram- 
pant here. Interestingly enough, in 
the "Business Week" Issue of June 
30, In a section devoted to the ques- 
tion of "Relndustrialisatlon of 
America." a completely different 
thought Is expressed. Hie realiza- 
tion Is sinking in that teaching 
specific scientific skills and 
techniques may not be enough. We 
need a broader and more basic ap- 
proach. Let us not deride the foun- 
dation of civilization for short-term 
gains. Knowledge, even for 
knowledge's sake alone Is Impor- 
tant. We might attribute the staying 
power of the Jew, as a Jew, in part 
to this.

terrorist activity. The evidence is in 
print, in a number of political flyers 
and statements of policy Issued by 
these organizations. 

To my knowledge — and I have 
been teaching and politically in- 
volved on this campus for 13 years 
— none of the Arab student 
demonstrations held on campus has 
ever had. as its announced or actual 
subject, "agitation in favour of the 
policies of the PLO,** unless of 
course one Includes under that 
heading a number of attitudes 
shared by thousands of Jewish 
Israelis bitterly antipathetic to the 
PLO; namely, opposition to the con- 
tinued occupation of the West Bank, 
opposition to continued and in- 
creased settlement on those 
territories, and opposition to the 
confiscation of Arab land for these 
purposes. While isolated students 
may express support for an end to 
the Jewish State or even for terror 
(one was recently expelled for 
remarks of this kind), contrary to 
the President's fears, these have 
never been the content of 
demonstrations held either by Cam- 
pus or by the Arab Student Union at 
this university. 

Much of the recent anti-Arab 
violence on this campus and 
elsewhere stems directly from the 
mistaken belief, on the part of the 
thugs often imported for their work, 
that they are bashing the heads of 
people. who advocate terror and plot 
the demise of the Jewish State. If 
these are the heads they wish to 
bash, let them volunteer for anti- 
terrorist service in the IDF (surely 
they win be welcomed there) and 
direct their violence to those who 
have earned it.

I suggest that reports on the ac- 
tivities of financial enterprises con- 
centrate less on turn-over figures 
which have a limited bearing on the 
soundness of a business, and tell the 
interested public more about the 
profll/capita! ratio and the earn- 
ings per share.

Sir, — Z wish to take Issue with 
the statements of Professor U. 
Kafkafi of the Volcani Centre in his 
letter of June IS. Professor Kafkafi 
asserted that: 

1. Peretz tomato development 
was dependent on assistance from 
the research and development 
facilities of the Southern Project, 

2. Peretz line fruit has not proved 
to be economically viable. 

3. The R Sc D of the Southern Pro- 
ject has developed a new line of 
glasshouse tomatoes which are of a 
better quality than the Peretz 
tomato and only need as much sup- 
port as given the Peretz tomato to 
create "a huge export of glasshouse 
tomatoes." 

Six years ago, as a new im- 
migrant. I settled on the first 
moshav to be based on the produc- 
tion of high quality glasshouse 
tomatoes for export. At that time, 
the "Peretz tomato" was already In 
existence. This predated the es- 
tablishment of the R Sc D facilities 
of the Southern Project by some 
three years. Indeed It would be far 
more accurate to argue that, 
without the assistance of Eddie 
Peretz. the R & D facilities of the 
Southern Project would not have 
been established than to assert, as 
does Kafkafi. that these facilities 
had a role in creating the Peretz 
tomato. 

Regarding the economic viability 
of the Peretz tomato, for years we 
have known how to produce a 
product whose sale on European 
markets should have yielded 
returns sufficient to supply a family 
with a very satisfactory yearly In- 
come. The problem has been the ex- 
istence of a marketing system 
designed to administer subsidies to 
uneconomical agricultural enter- 
prises rather than generate income 
through the efficient export and 
sale of Israeli farm products 
abroad. As a consequence, the 
grower who produced tomatoes 
that were unsuitable for the Euro- 
pean market was given a cosh 
bonus, while the grower who 
produced tomatoes that were in 
great demand abroad suffered 
financial penalties. The more un- 
suitable for European markets a 
grower could make his tomatoes, 
the greater were his cash rewards 
from the marketing system. 
Conversely, the more a grower 
produced tomatoes that were in de-

xnand in Europe, the more he was 
penalized financially. In short, 
growers of Peretz tomatoes were 
not being paid in relation to what 
their produce was selling for 
abroad. 

As this situation has been cor- 
rected gradually over time, the In- 
come of Peretz tomato growers has 
risen. Today it has become a finan- 
cially attractive alternative to 
growers in this area. Indeed.' if we 
are to accept the evidence of the 
thousands of farmers 
demonstrating at the Knesset, It is 
the traditional farming unit of the 
type proposed for the Plthat 
Shalom area which has proved to be 
economically enviable. 

Finally, regarding the new line of 
tomatoes developed by Professor 
Kafkafl's organization, this is the 
third in a series of miracle 
tomatoes that have been foisted 
upon the long-suffering glasshouse 


tomato growers. Each ha* been 
preceded by the same sort of thls-ls- 
th e- way- of -the-futur e fanfare and 
each ha* been a financial disaster. 
Whether or not this third try win 
prove successful remains to be 
seen. However it is interesting that 
Professor Kafkafi on the one hand 
writes “...to avoid disappointment
